Flowers Taken From Mountain Tops 


Grow Much More Luxuriantly and 


Produce More Leaves, Flowers 


and Fruit at Sea Level. 


Chicago.—At a lecture given before 


un assemblage of geographers 
and 


biologists repiesenting several socie- 
ties, Dr. D. T. MacDougal, director of 
the Botanical research department of 
the Carnegie Institution at Washing- 
ton, 
described the results of a series 


of experiments extending over four- 
teen years and embracing 139 species 
of plants, the experiments tending to 
show that the wild plant is not al- 
ways found in the environment most 
suited to it. 


"A great many people think this," 


said Dr. MacDougal, "but it has been 
found to be absolutely false." 


Gro~w More Luxuriantly. 


With stations established at four 


different altitudes, 8.000 feet, 5,200 
feet, 2,300 feet and at sea level, plants 
have been transferred from one place 
to another, and the results of the cul-

tural experiments of fourteen years 
have now been compiled. 


In these experiments plants from the 


mountain tops, some from a height of 
close to one and one-half miles above 
sea level, were found to grow much 
more 
luxuriantly, 
producing 
more 


leaves, flowers and fruits at sea level 
than thej had in their native habitat. 
These plants \\ere uot cultivated, pro- 
tected or fostered m any way'In their 
new situations. Once placed, they 
were to all intents and purposes wild 
flow ere and had to fight their own bat- 
tles and take chances as before. 


One hundred and thirty-nine plants 


were used in these experiments, em- 
bracing forms of such wide divergence 
as grasses, wild lilies and oak and wal- 
nut trees, as well as cacti and other 
unusual plants. 


"While a plant may thrive well in 


its new situation," said Dr. MacDou- 
gal, "it will sometimes display a be- 
havior quite at variance with that by 
which it is ordinarily known. Thus 
the 
common witchhazel, which is 


known to bloom In the vicinity of New 
York when the frosts come, when tak- 
en to the equitable climate of the Pa- 
cific coast reverts, to the normal or 
summer-blooming habit. Other species 
show flower forms, fruits and leaves 
notably different from those previous- 
ly displayed by them. 


"Aquatic plants of the cress family 


were made to grow in coil on the 
mountain tops, where the roots formed 
small railibhes, like their 
relatives. 


The radish is a cress. In other words, 
these plants came back to the ances- 
tral habit of forming a radish. 


Interest to Biologists. 


"The manner in which plants travel 


about the world or are distributed is 
a problem of great interest to biolo- 
gists, and in this experimental work 
particular attention was given to ob- 
taining evidence on some of the prob- 
lems of dissemination or movement of 
plants across the fac<* of tne country." 


It was found that rabbits and ro- 


dents which inhabit the oak zone at 
the top of the mountain 'ange acted 
very effectively as a barrier to pre- 
vent cacti and other plants from mov- 
ing up or down the mountain slopes. 
To verify this a barrage zcne was es- 
tablished and the plants protected In 
screened enclosures which kept off the 
little nibbling animals. 
The plants 


thrived and prospered 
end 
spread 


within the enclosed section. 
Out in 


the open,- to either side 01 the bar 
rage zone, they rapidly disappeared 
being eaten by the rabbits. This ex 
plained the mysteiious sudden stop 
page of some of these plants—not alti- 
tude nor heat nor cold, but actual de- 
struction through being eaten.

In choosing a farm one has the op- 


tions of buving with the intention of 
operating the place as his entire busi- 
ness, buying a small farm and renting 
enough additional land to meet his 
needs, or renting a farm either on the 
share or cash basis. One's choice in 
the matter Is usually determined by 
the funds available. 


If one has only a small amount of 


capital and wishes to undertake farm- 
ing as a business from which to de- 
rive his entire income, he should, in 
nearly all cases, begin as a renter. 
However, if he wishes to buy a farm 
on which to live, deriving ft part of his 
Income from other sources, then, pos- 
sibly, purchasing Is desirable, even if 
capital is limited. 


Whatever course is followed, It Is 


highly desirable that one thoroughly 
understand the basic principles gov- 
erning the farm business before de- 
ciding some of the finer points. A dis- 
regard of these basic principles is re- 
sponsible for a large proportion of 
farm failures. 


A man may unconsciously work all 


his life against some economic harrier 
when success would have been com- 
paratively easy if he had selected a 
farm where the economic principle 
wteuld aid him instead of working 
against him.

HEARD PARDON PLEAS 


The cases of Clarence R. Collins 


and Charles C. Reinecker, sentenced 
to die for the murde%pf George Bush- 
man more than two- years ago, was 
heard by the Board of Pardons at 
their February meeting Wednesday. 
Reinecker's case was presented to the 
board for the first time. The boaid 
has been holding Us opinion under 
advisement on the petition for the 
commutation of sentence for Collins. 
Reinecker's appeal to the board was 
very similar to that made by Collins. 
'The plea for clemency at that hear- 
ing was based upon the youth of the 
'defendant and the peculiar conditions 
existing about Gettysburg because of 
the location of an army camp there. 
Decision in both cases is expected 
Trom the Board of Pardons. Both 
'young men have been sentenced to 
die in the electric chair at Bellefonte 
during the week of February 28th. 
Two other first degree murder cases 
came before the board at their meet- 
ing Wednesday. 


Details of the death of Harvey C. 


Lady, African missionary, have just 
been receved by his relatives in this 
county. While Mr. Lady was riding 
in an ox-cart with a man by the name 
of Baker, a shot gun which was be- 
tween 
them, suddenly discharged. 


Th-3 full charge of the shot entered 
Mr. Lady's right arm near the shoul- 
der, almos tearing off the arm. He 
died a few hours later. The cause of 
the discharge of the gun was not 
learned. Mr. Lady was a grandson of 
George Lady, formerly of Arendts- 
ville. The Rev. and Mrs. Lady went 
to the African mission field on Sep- 
tember 6, 1916, and had besn there 
ever since. 


Luther Lupp, York Springs, a for- 


mer service man, who was gassed in 
France during the American advance 
on the German lines, has been grant- 
ed a pension of $12 per month thru 
the efforts of the Adams County Red 
Cross.

After the business ses- 
sion the program will consist of a re- 
port by the County Agent, a discus- 
sion on Plant Diseases by Dr. R. L. 
'Nixon of State College; Dr. H. H. 
Havner of State College will talk on 
Better Livestock, Agricultural Exten- 
sion Work will be briefly dealt with 
by B. K. Hibsraan of State College. 


The program will close with a joint 


banquet with the Gettysburg Chamber 
of Commerce to be held at the Eagle 
Hotel at 7 o'clock Friday evening. 
Dr. C. G. Jordan will be the speaker 
of the evening. Dr. Jordan is Chair- 
man of the Agricultural Committee in 
the House of Representatives and 
comes with a national reputation as 
a lecturer. 


That the sum of $30,234.58 was 


spent to equip and complete the Annie 
M. Warner Hospital after the Board 
of Directors took possession of the 
institution is shown by the report 
made by the Citizens Trust Company 
acting as treasurer. The statement 
shows that there are liabilities unpro- 
vided for amounting to $8,000. The 
assets in cash, bonds, notes and sub- 
scriptions, verbal and signed, amount 
to $15,001.27, while the ^abilities,

of loans, mortgages

WELL-LOCATED SINK REDUCES 


HOUSEWIFE'S KITCHEN WORK 


in a Well-Planned Kitchen Like This a Good Sink I* of First Importance, 


One of the biggest savers of time, 


strength, and labor in the kitchen is 
the sink. Yet many women are strag- 
gling along with none at all or, at 
best, a poor and badly placed one. 
The following suggestions in regard 
to sinks are given by household spe- 
cialists of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture: 


The size of the family and of the 


kitchen must determine the size of the 
sink, but a short sink with ample 
table and shelf room near it may be 
more convenient than a long sink. 
Two smaller sinks, one for the table 
dishes near the dining room and the 
other for general use in the kitchen, 
are veYy convenient. 


No Cracks or Square Corners. 


The material should be the best 


available, nonabsorbent of grease as 
well as of moisture, and there should 
be no cracks or square corners to in- 
crease the work of keeping it clean. 
A wooden sink, even w-hen it receives 
an annual coat of paint, will absorb 
moisture and grease which attract in-

with bacteria and to "sour" and have 
tin unpleasant odor. Even dramboards 
of wood are not recommended unless 
they ha^e a waterproof finish of var- 
nish, oil, or paint. If a wooden sink 
is riecessaij, it is better to have it 
metal lined, provided the sheets of 
metal, which Is usually tin, zinc, gal- 
vanized iron, copper or lead, 
are 


soldered where they are joined and 
all parts of the sink, including the 
tops of thf sides, are covered with the 
metal, so that there is no chance for 
the wood to absorb moisture. Another 
plan is to have a cement sink bu It 
into a wooden frame and lined wr'th 
sheet copper or tin. 


Iron sinks of good quality are su- 


perior to wooden ones, since they do 
not absorb grease or moisture and are 
durable. They are easily kept clean 
if smooth (and they will soon wear 
smooth), but they have the disadvan- 
tage of neither showing dirt nor pro- 
claiming 
their 
cleanliness. 
Unless 


the front is protected by a strip of 
wood, the dresses and aprons of the 
worker are likely to become stained 
with iron rust. 


A soapstone or a slate sink is dur- 


nble, but sometimes becomes uneven 
with wear, and if this happens much 
brushing and scrubbing are required 
to remove the sand and grease that 


gather in the depressions when vege- 
tables are cleaned, dishes washed, 
etc. 
Like iron, they do not show 


whether they are clean or not* 


Enameled-iron sinks are 
smooth, 


last well with careful use, and may 
be easily kept clean, but they are 
more expensive than iron. 
Porcelain 


sinks are similar to the enameled 
one's, but their price Is almost prohibi- 
tive. Perhaps the ideal plan, if cost 
is not to be considered, would be to 
have an enameled or porcelain sink 
for the tableware in the kitchen or the 
pantry near the dining room and an 
iron or soapstone sink for the heavier 
kitchen ware. 


The double sinks, with one basin for 


washing 
and another 'for draining 


dishes, are very convenient, but un- 
fortunately they are relatively expen- 
sive. 
A small sink with a 
rubber 


stopper for its escape pipe may be 
used as a dishpan. 


The plumbing should be easy of ac- 


cess, and therefore it is better tha* 
there should be no closet under the 
sink. Hooks or shelves under the sink 
or near it will accommodate every- 
thing usually kept in the dark, often 
mu^ty, "sink closet" of older kitchens. 
A "sink closet" can be kept sweet and 
clean but it means extra work to do it 


Location of Drain Boards. 


If possible, there should be a wide 


shelf or drain board on each side of 
the sink on the level with the rim of 
the lattei, one to receive soiled dishes 
and the other clean ones. Some house- 
keepers Jme the^e covered with zinc. 
As in all other places where it is used, 
the metal must be neatly fitted and 
closely fastened down so as not to 
leave any chance for 
loose, 
rough 


edges, or to provide breeding places 
for insects or a lodging place for 
grease and dirt. If there is no place 
for permanent drain boards, sliding 
or lunged shelves may be used. 
A 


right-handed person usually holds the 
dish in the left hand while washing 
or ^wiping it, and the dishcloth, dish 
mop, or towel in the right hand. 
It 


is convenient, therefore, to have the 
dishes move from right to left as they 
pass from dishpan to rin&lng pan, and 
from rinsing pan to drainer and tray. 
This should be kept in mind, and pro- 
vision made for soiled dishes at the 
right and for a drain board at the 
left of the sink.

OF HOME-MADE BREAD 


Most Appetizing of Foods When 


One Is Hungry. 


When It Rains. 


Loaf Should Be Light In Weight Con- 


sidering Its Size, of Symmetrical 


Form, With an Unbroken, Gcld- 


en-Brown Crust. 


Good home-made bread is about the 


most appetizing of foods when one is 
hungry, but there are many kinds of 
home-made bread. Some is good, some 
is bail, and some indifferent. 
Which 


kind do jou make? If you don't know, 
judge it by the following description 
of a good loaf given by the home eco- 
nomics kitchen of the United States 
Department of Agriculture: 


Good bread is porous and contains 


a large number of holes or cells, alJ 
of which are of about the same size 
and shape. 
It is better for some rea- 


sons to think of it as a mass of tiny 
bubbles made of flour and water and 
hardened or fixed in shape by means 
of heat. This calls attention not only 
to the size of holes or cells,* but also 
to the character of walls of the cells, 
which in good bread are always very 
thin. 


A. loaf of bread should be light in 


weight, considering its size, and-should 
have a symmetrical form and an un- 
broken, golden-brown crust. The crust 
should be smooth on top and should 
have a certain luster, to which the 
term "bloom" has been given. 


The loaf as a' whole, the crust and 


the crumb, should be elastic. 
The 


loaf, if pressed out of shape, as It 
often is when slices are cut from it, 
should regain its form when the pres- 
sure is removed. 
Bits of the crust, 


tf bent a little between the fingers, 
i 


should show the same power to re- 
bound, as should also the cut surface 
of the loaf If pressed. 


The crumb should be creamy white 


In color and should have a "sheen," 
which "may be compared 
with 
the 


bloom of the crust. This sheen can 
best be seen'by looking acrosi a slice 
rather than directly down Into it Tb« 


distribution of the holes, on the other 
hand, and the thickness of the walls 
can best be examined by cutting a 
very thin slice and holding it up to 
the light. 


The flavor of the bread should be, as 


nearly as possible, the flavor of wheat 
developed or brought out by the use 
of salt. This flavor is not easy to de- 
scribe, but is familiar to those who 
have tasted the wheat kernel. 


KITCHEN IS WORKSHOP 


The kitchen is the workshop 


in most farm homes. 
In it the 


housekeeper and her helpers 
prepare the food for the fam- 
ily, and from it as a center car- 
ry on most of the other house- 
work. 


More and better work can be 


done in a well-lighted shop ar- 
ranged for the comfort and con- 
venience of the 
workers 
and 


equipped with good tools than in 
a dark shop where much time 
must be spent in unnecessary 
steps and energy wasted with 
scattered equipment. 
Business 


men have found this a sound 
principle, and it should be ap- 
plied to the farm kitchen 
so 


that the housekeeper can do her 
work more quickly and with the 
least fatigue.

between what they ought to have uud 
what they want. 
The result is of 


course sturdy, healthy youngsters. A 
few American families are now fol- 
lowing this system, but tlu- most as 
yet from necessity; "others from Indif- 
ference allow the children to eat with 
the family, where they usually have 
\\hiit they cry for. for the sake of 
peace at the sacrifice of manners, mor- 
als and physique. 


The average 
housemother cannot 


run two sets of meals and serve nt 
tlu- same time the needs of the young 
and the desires of the old. 


One may restrict the diet of the 


elders to conform to the food which 
should be ghen the young for the 
two meals of the day. having dinner 
at noon, or let the little people have 
supper by themselves earlier than the 
evening dinner hour. 


Children under live should never iv> 


given food not suited to their age 
and condition. 
The problem then is 


to serve meals which will be <uitabU 
for the \\hole family for breakfast 
and luncheon, and neither unbalanced 
nor in-adequate for either child or 
adult. 


In the feeding of children considera- 


tion must be made in the difference be- 
tween a child and an adult. 
In com- 


parison of size the child is doing a 
great deal more work than the adult, 
but his natural appetite will take care 
of the amount of food needed to build 
the body and keep up energy. 
The 


child's food, because he has to use 
more, must be easily digested, more 
wholesome and be better balanced, or 
trouble will follow. 


Children should have fats, such ns 


cream, butter and olive oil, all easily 
digested. 
Plenty of fat. two oinices 


of butter to a p Mind of broad is con- 
sidered a normal amount—a great fac- 
tor in growth. 


When the child refuses to eat ^top 


feeding or give liquid diet, and consult 
a physician. 


The child, fortunately, who has not 


been pampered, do>\s not need a vari- 
ety of food to stimulate the appetite, 
neither Dances nor condiments; "hun- 
ger Is the best sauce."

RAID ON DISTILLERY
